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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or teach a line generating device with a support assembly having a light source, a level 
vial coplanar or perpendicular to a plane, and a magnet attached thereto, with the support 
assembly mounted in a housing, and a lens to receive the light and project the light in the shape 
of a fan within the plane along with the remaining limitations of claims 1-16. The prior art does 
not disclose or teach a mount assembly having a body having a first hole, at least two L-shaped 
legs bound together, extending through the first hole, and being rotationally fixed by features on 
the body, and a cam ring disposed on the body with at least two inclined slots for receiving the 
L-shaped legs, and a force member for putting force of the two legs along with the remaining 
limitations of claims 17-20.
